The pastors of this historic church 
have been pre-eminently self-made 
men, as they were nearly all, in early 
life, without the advantages of a li- 
beral education or any large degree 
of social culture. They have been 
chiefly poor men, obliged to assist in 
supporting themselves in their early 
ministry by their daily secular labors. 
Rev. Finis Fwing was the first pastor 
of Piney Fork church. He was born 
1778 and died 1841. 

The camp meeting begun in 1>>12, 
and have continued until the present 
time with two exceptions. It is rea- 
sonable to presume that more annual 
camp-meetings have been held on 
Piney Fork hill than any other place 
in the world, those meeting having 
commenced at this place soon after 
their origin and continued almost 
successively down to the present time. 
Thousands have been converted on 
this sacred hill, and the shouts of the 
redeemed have seemed to make the 
dome of heaven ring. During the 
earliest meetings it was not uncom- 
mon for them to have one hundred 
professions of faith at a meeting. 

Quite a number of noted miuisUrs 
who have filled important stations in

ing %ill begin Monday night, Sep- 
tember 10, where there has been 
camp meeting held for over eighty 
years with the exception of two years. 
It will be an old time camp-meeting 
conducted by Rev. J. L. Hudgins, 
of Union City, Tenn.

Valpariso, ChiR?.^ 
continues a confusion 
as to the magnitude of the disasteTTo 
Valparaiso caused by the earthtjuake 
shocks which began on Thursday, 
Aug. Iti, and continued at fre<|uent 
intervals throughout that and the 
next two days. 

Dispatches from Valpariso to The 
Associated Press, received last even- 
ing, state that a moderate estimate 
of the fatalities is 2000, and that the 
property loss may be as high as 
♦250,000,000, which latter is as 
great as the loss sustained by 8an 
Francisco in consequence of the earth 
(|uake and fire which devastated that 
city last .\pril. 

A refugee, who has arrived at San- 
tiago, places the Known dead at 100 
and other messages indicate that the 
first reports of damage and casualties 
were greatly exaggerated. Dispat- 
ches to the State Department at Wash- 
ington, place the fatalities at about 
500. These conflicting statements 
cannot at this time be adjusted. It 
is evident that even yet, confusion 
and panie prevail at Valparaiso, and 
nntil order is restored it will be im- 
possible to learn with accuracy the 
loss to life and property. The dwell- 
ings in the city have practically been 
abandoned and the people are exist- 
ing as best they aan in the plazas 
and streets of the city and the hills 
adjacent to it, without shelter from 
storm and sun, and with famine con- 
fronting them. Food is already 
scarce and high, water for drinking 
purposes is lacking, and disease is 
feared. The government is doing all 
it ean to bring relief. The crippling 
of railroads leading to Valparaiso 
constitutes a serious factor in the sit- 
uation, as for an ide&nite period re- 
lief supplies can only be obtained 
through other means of taansporta- 
tioB, the seaboard affording the best 
of these. 

At Santiago many of the best pub- 
lic and private buildings were wreck- 
ed. The loss of life there was aug- 
mented by the panic which seized the 
people, many of whom threw them- 
selvee from thn bSIoonies of their 
homes. The destruetive fococ of-the 
earthquake was experienced over a 
large est«it of the country, many 
towns sustaining serious damage.

If you have no more rain for some 
time the rich spots may field fire a 
little; let it alone, better have a Uttle 
field fire than to cut it green. It 
yoa want the best selling tobacco you 
must cut ripe tobacco; you must not 
let it SUB burn or get wet after it is 
out or bouse burn, the buyers will 
look close for house-burn this year. 

After you out and yellow your to- 
baooo you will then fire slowly for 
two or three weeks. To get a good 
price you must hawe body color and 
flavor. 

Come every one to the Club meet- 
ing and I will give you a good talk 
on the tobacco question.

For a year or two this small society 
met for occasional preaching at the 
residence of Mr. John Wheeler who 
lived four miles Southeast of Marion, 
opposite the place where Rev. Frank 
Paris now lives.

HELPS TO STUDY 



One of the saddest pictures of all history is the agony of the Son of 
God amid the silent shades of Gethsemane. The very name of this garden 
of sadness has a plaintiveness and a j>athos about it that moves our eyes to 
tears. I’ossihly at tlie hour of midnight or after you see Jesus and the 
eleven disciple.s stop on the slopes of Olivet near the entrance to Gethse- 
mauc. He leaves night of them in a group while he goes yonder to pray. 
He takes the three that can enter into closest sympathy with him deeper in 
to the shade.- of hi- anguish. Ar last he leaves them, after telling them of 
the deep anguish of his soul and of the death-like struggle through which I 
he was passing .and commanding them to watch, he leaves them and goes I 
“a stone s cast from them to Jiray. I wish you could picture in your iiii- ■ 
agination the blessed Son of God, prostrate on his face, beneath the .shades | 
of those giant olive trees, pouring out his soul to God in jprayer. And ' 
what is the burden of that prayer? The sins of the woild were pressing 
upon him. It seemed that bis humanity could not hear the strain much 
longer. He shrank from this intense suffering as any other human being 
would do. h'or an hour (Mt. 2il:40. ) he poured out hi- soul to God in 
prayer. He then went hack to his chosen three to get a little sympathy | 
and touch of love and finds them sleeping. He gently chides I’etcr for not 
watching, then he turns it to practical account, and gives a universal prin- 
oij)]e why many of us do not watch. (Mt. 2t>:41e) He retired the second 
time and prayed, and returned to find his chosen three asleep again. For 
the third time he went into those silent shades and wrestled in agony for 
the cup to pass. In his exhausted physical condition the, Father sent an 
angel to strengthen him. But with this new accretion of strength he ago- 
nized more earnestly until his body was covered with a dew of blood. When 
he came back the third time he found them asleep again. Luke alone 
gives us an insight into the condition of these sleeping apostles that en- 
ables us to throw the mantle of sharity over their weakness. He says they 
were “sleeping for sorrow.’ Overcome by the strenuous life of the past 
week and the fearful apprehensions of losing their Lord and Master, they 
were simply overcome with grief and drowsiness. 

Now they see the torch-light procession flitting through the olive trees 
and behold ! Judas and his band is present. Ob! the baseness that eaii 
betray a friend with a token of affection. Appearing glad to see Jesus, be 
sal uies him with tne apparent token of love, hut it is only the preconcerted 
sign of betrayal. Jesus calmly submits to the arrest. Peter drags his 
sword and cuts off the ear of the high priest. Christ touches the ear and 
heals it and bids Peter put up his sword. He tells Peter that more than 
twelve legions of angels could be immediately summoned, but that such 
would only interfere with the divine plan of salvation inasmuch as Christ 
must die for the sin's of the world. Now they lead Christ away, while tbe 
disciples forsake him and flee in fulfillment of his predictions. ‘ 

Mark gives the episode (14:51,52) of the ypung man following Jesus, 
but when tbe young men of the temple band laid bold on him, he fled nak- 
ed, leaving the cloth behind. Who he was is wrapped in deep obscurity, 
but be waa certainly a sincere sypathizer^witk Jesus. Some think it was 
Mark himself. 

They first led Jesus before Annas, the real Jewish high-priest, for a 
preliminary examination, and then before Caiaphas, the acting high-priest 
appointed by the Roman power. 

A little later we find Peter and John following. John being acquain- 
ted with the high-priest, went into the hall where the Sanhedrin met 
Peter stood without at the door. John went out and spoke t* the door- 
keeper and brought Peter in. Thus we leave Christ in the presence of his 
aooueers, while the Sanhedrin was assembling and the scoffers were present 
to mock. John and Peter were also present.

His personality must dominate *his 
usholara. They muat be made to feel that the tea&her has a purpose, and 
will ezeeute it. Let the n^nner be gentle, but the will firm. 

4 A personal tntereut .in each soholar that be teaehee. Let his 
strength of purpose be directed by leve for his scholars ; not a fictitious 
pretenae of love, but a genuine affection, loving souls as the great Teaoher

Naw Yorh City's Hfrd to Agahi Hear the 
Call of the WIU-MIWmb That 
Once Roamed Over the 
Western Plains.

F OUn years ago, In response to a 
resolution of the senate, Secro- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson sub- 
niitteU a report begiuuliig with 
these words: "The American Mson Is 
on the verge of esteriiiiuntloii. Scarce- 
ly a handful now remain of the mil- 
lions which formerlj’ roamed over tha 
plains of the west.” At that time only 
two small herds of wild buffalo were 
In existence iu the United States, one 
of tweuty-tlve Intlivlduuls in the Yel- 
lowstone and one of ten In Lost park, 
Colorado. It looked as If the bison 
would soon be as extinct as tlie dino- 
saur. Uls friends, iu and out of con- 
gress, began to agitate Iu his behalf. 
Their appeals have moved the heart of 
the great white father at Washington, 
though It took four years to do It, and 
be has adopted a herd of tame huffo- 
loes, which be purposes to make wild. 
This herd Is the gift of the New York 
Zoological so<'lety. It consists of twen- 
tj' anliuuls In ‘good condition. From 
its crumped tjnarters in Bronx park, 
New York, It will be transferred, prob- 
ably In October or November, to a 
range of twelve square miles in the 
Wlihitu forest and game preserve In 
souttnvestern Uklahoma. The new ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill provided 
(l.t.iNN) for the fencing of this range, 
which wlU furnlsb good grazing ground, 
permanent water and shelter from 
stoniis. Here the Iniffaloes will enjoy 
the coiidUluns under which their prim- 
itive ancestors thrived, and If their 
spirits have not Ix-en t(s) much sub- 
du(Hl by long captivity they should not 
be slow In hearing the call of the wild. 

The agricultural department hopes to 
have lietteT Iu<‘k with the bison than 
It had with the bnrros recently sent to 
the Philippines, which, although shel- 
ter for them was provided, stayisl out 
all night In a frc'pli-nl storm and were 
drowned in their pasture. ‘'Tho 
hlanied f«s>ls didn’t have sense enough 
to get ill out of tho rain,” the utflclal 
herder re|S)rted.

and the evidences from all parts of 
the world show that exiaisurc to In- 
tense sun rays Is less to be feared lu 
dry countries than In countries where 
the temperature Is much lower, but 
the atmosphere Is moist, and perspira- 
tion Is oouse*iuently retarded. 

People suffer more from a tempera- 
ture of 87 degrees F. at Brussels than 
at 122 degrees F. at Cairo, owing to 
the moist air of the first aud the ex- 
treme dryness of the air In the latter 
city. 

'i'he Inhabitants of the eastern coasts 
of th 4 United I'tstRs hear wltti amaze- 
ment of temperatures from 118 to 128 
degrt'es F. being tolerated In the dry 
regions of Arizona aud South Colorado 
without barm aud that the ordinary 
nvm'atloiis of farm ami factory are 
pursued without Inoouveuleuce. This 
is due to the coulUig effect of rapid 
eva|K>ratlou from the siirfaw of the 
body, aud hence the sun's mallguuDcy 
Is unknown.— Loudon Mail.

THB MOSQUITO A "HOME BODY." 

The secret of success of individual or 
communal warfare on the mosquito lies 
in the scientifically proved fact that the 
mosquito invariably lives, buires and 
bites very near the place of its birth, un- 
less, of course, it is carried away by a 
strong wind. (I should say, the place 
of her birth, for only the female sucks 
blood; the male is a strict vegetarian.) 
Therefore, in order to wage a successful 
war of extermination on the mosquito, 
it is necessary only to discover the breed- 
ing place or places — always standing or 
stagnant water— and to remove them en- 
tirely either by draining and then filling 
in the depressions, or, if that is impos- 
sible, or impracticable, by coating the sur- 
face of the water with kerosene. 

Right here let it be known that the 
search for sUgnant water must be thor- 
ough, if relief from mosquitoes is to be 
obtained. They breed in the most unsus- 
pected places— in old tin cans, rain-filled 
hollows of trees well up from the ground, 
crotches of trees and hollow stumps, 
broken bottles, hidden by grass or top- 
ping stone walls as ornament; pitchers 
of the pitcher plant, closed sewers, the 
female entering and leaving through the 
flower vases in which

larvas in a given body of water in a few 
hours. 

Care should be taken to keep the oil 
film continuous. Kerosene tends to 
collect around water grass, logs and 
other foreign bodies in a pond, for ex- 
ample. Thus spaces of water surface 
more or less extensive are left without 
an oil covering, and the breeding of mos- 
quitoea goes on apace; the time from egg 
to winged mosquito varies from twelve to 
twenty-five days, according to the species. 
By removing grasses and all other oh- 
structiona from a body of water an un- 
broken oil film can be obuined.
